authorised person), to take over die management of 
the whole of the industrial underta) mg known as 
Messrs Dr. Paul Lohmann (Indip) Limited, Calcutta

(hereinafter refered as the said industrial under¬ 
taking), for a period of three years commencing on 
the 10th November, I97.S; 

And, whereas, by the Ordei s of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department of 
Industrial Development) Nos. S.O. 793(E), dated the 
9th November, 1981, S.O 312(E), dated the 8th 
May, 1982 T S.O. 789(Hj, dated the 9tb November, 
1982, S.O. 801(E), dated the lUth November, 1983, 
S.O. 364(E), dated the 8th May, 1984, S.O. 825(H), 
dated the 9th November, 1984, S.O 926(E), dated 
the 7lh December, 1981, and SO. 104(E), dated the 
8th February, 1985, the Ccntial Government, with 
the permission of the High Court at Calcutta under 
section 18FA of the Industries (Development and 
Regulation Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), had from timer 
to time directed the said authoiiscd pci son to conti¬ 
nue to manage the said industrial undertaking for 
a period of six. years and nine months, upto and in¬ 
clusive of the 8fJi Augusl, 1985; 

And, whereas the Central Government, being of 
the opinion that it was expedient in the interest of 
the general public that the said authorised person 
should continue to manage the said industrial under¬ 
taking after the expiry of the said period of six years 
and nine months, made an application under the pro¬ 
viso to sub-section (2) of section 18FA of tbe said Act 
to tbe High Court at Calcutta praying for the continu¬ 
ance of such management for a further period of two 
months; 

And, whereas, the said High C onrt, by its order 
dated the 6th August, 1985, permitted the said 
authorised person to continue to manage the said 
industrial undertaking for a further period of two 
months; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of tbe powers confer¬ 
red by tbe proviso, to sub-section (2) of section 18FA 
of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
directs that the ■mid Order shall continue to have 
effect for a further period ot (wo months upto and 
inclusive of the 8.th October, 1985. 
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
